SUPPLEMENTAL FILING 

On May 21, 2002 a Petition/Declaration in the above-identified case was filed, 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .47, with the undersigned declaring all steps that were taken to 
obtain a signed Declaration from inventor Ioannis G. Stylianou. The 37 CFR 1 .47 
Declaration included a copy of the Declaration signed by the other inventors. 

A decision refusing status was mailed on July 29, 2002. The Petitions attorney 
asserted that (1) the petition fails to give proof that the non-signing inventor cannot be 
reached or refuses to sign, (2) the submitted Declaration is not acceptable because it is 
not in compliance with 35 USC 115 and 116, and (3) a statement of the last known 
address of the non-signing inventor was not provided. 

In the mean time, a signed Declaration of inventor Stylianou was received (from a 
heretofore non-known army base of the Greek army), so points (1) and (3) are moot. As 
for point (2), it was not clear what the Examiner found deficient in the submitted 
Declaration, and whether it was deficient as a Declaration by the signing inventors on 
their own behalf , or on behalf of the non-signing inventor . The undersigned spoke with 
the Petitions Attorney who signed the refusal (A. M. Brown) and, though the Examiner 
was courteous, there was a difficulty in communicating what, if anything, was wrong

with the Declaration. Probably it was because Ms. Brown did not have the case before 



In essence, the Ms. Brown stated that the Declaration need not have the addresses 
of all of the inventors, but that it must name all of the inventors, and must indicate the 
citizenship of all of the inventors. It is respectfully submitted that the Declaration 
offered by inventors Beutnagel, Kapilow, and Syrdal includes their respective names, 
addresses, and citizenships, and also includes the name of the non-signing inventor 
Stylianou, and that inventor's citizenship. It is respectfully submitted, therefore, that this 
Declaration is in compliance with 35 USC 115 and 1 16, at least in connection with the 
Declaration of the Beutnagel, Kapilow and Syrdal inventors on their own behalf. A copy 
of this Declaration is enclosed herewith. 

As to whether this Declaration is sufficient for purposes of including the non- 
signing inventor by way of 37 CFR 1 .47, the issue is moot because the Declaration of the 
non-signing inventor included herewith.
